The action came without notice

000 in excess premiums collected 
during the time of the long legal 
b attle over the 10 per cent rate 
cut ordered in Novemb er 1922 b y 
Ben C. Hyde, then superintendent 
of insurance.

He had been ill with bronchial 
p neu monia. It was k nown y esterday ^ 
that his case was hop eless and the i 
last sacrament was administered by j 
his v icar general. 
Cardinal Lu con was born at Mau - 
lev irier, diocese of Angers, in Octo­ 
ber, 1842. He was six ty fiv e y ears 
in the p riesthood and was one of 
the most lov ed figu res of the Cath­ 
olic chu rch in France. 
The Cardinal became k nown to 
the world in general from 19 14 to 
19 18 when he remained in Rheims 
after almost ev ery one else had aban­ 
doned it becau se of the German 
bombardment. 
Cardinal Lu con re­ 
mained and cou nted the shells that 
stru ck the famou s cathedral, k eep ­ 
ing close not of the p rogress of the 
damage. 
The cardinal was created and p ro­ 
claimed in December 19 07 . In 19 14. 
du ring the war, he sent a message 
to the Pop e 
deny ing 
that 
the 
French were u sing Rheims cathed­ 
ral for military p u rp oses. Two y ears 
later he sent a p rotest to the p on­ 
tiff against alleged inhu man treat­ 
ment of the 
p eop le 
of 
northern 
France by 
the 
Germans. 
Shortly 
afterwards, the Vatican made rep re­ 
sentations to Germany concerning 
the dep ortation of the inhabitants 
of northern France. 
In 19 19 , Cardinal Lu con condu ct­ 
ed President Wilson on a v isit to 
Rheims and two y ears later he of­ 
ficiated at serv ices commemorating 
American assistance in the dev as­ 
tated regions. 
Cardinal Lu con v isited Rome in 
19 22 
and

While we America ns like to leel tha t 
our government syst(:m is a democra cy 
more a mena ble to the public will tha n 
tha t of a ny other na tion, we fla tter our­ 
selves. 
The British democra cy is fa r more 
susceptible to public cpinion. 
In Engla nd, 
or in the English dominions, no govern­ 
ment w'ould ca rry on under conditions of 
protest which ma ke no difference here. 
Thus w^e ha ve a n illustra tion in the a n­ 
nouncement of Ma ckenzie King, the Ca na ­ 
dia n prime minister, tha t his government 
will go to the people in a n election a t the 
ea rliest possible moment. 
The opposition 
insists tha t the country ha s lost confi­ 
dence, a nd the premier a grees tha t there’s 
enough to ra ise the question of confidence. 
And so the tw^o pa rties will a ppea l to the 
people, a nd if the people ha ve lost confi­ 
dence the libera l gcvernment will pa ss 
from power. 
Under our system tne people ha ve been 
known to lose confidence in a n a dminis­ 
tra tion in the first months of power, a nd 
yet tha t a dmiistra tioa ha s continued in 
a uthority, despite the loss of confidence, 
for four yea rs more. 
Should the elections this fa ll result in 
the election ofa democra tic house, a s now^ 
seems proba ble, the a dministra tion will 
be repudia ted. 
But the a dministra tion 
will hold on, with power to thw^a rt such 
legisla tion a s the new congress, fresh from 
the people, ma y undei'ta ke. 
Such a thing 
would be impossible in Engla nd or in 
Ca na da . 
A century a nd a third a go w e were the 
grea test democra cy ir the w^orld, but the 
British ha ve moved a hea d a nd ta ken our 
pla ce.
